Early in Hie day the battle o ver the 
platfo rm had o ccupied the clo se at 
ten tio n o f delegates and spectato rs. 
The platfo rm as framed by the co m 
m it tee o n reso lutio ns was ro ad by its 
chairman, Senato r Ho pkins o f Illino is 
while ;i mino rity repo rt, reflecting the 
views o f the suppo rters o f Senato r I,g 
Fo licHe, was presented by Co ngress­ 
man Co o per o f Wisco nsin. 
It was o n 
o ne hand the sledge-hammer blo ws of 
the Wisco nsin men against co mbina­ 
tio n: and mo no po ly , and o n the o thei 
hand the warning o f Ho pkins against 
tin* "so cialistic do ctrines o f Wlsco ri 
sin.”

The first American flag was made la­ 
boriously by hand, by Mrs. Betty Itoss, 
a u upholsterer who liv ed on Arch street, 
n e a r Third, Philadelphia. 
Sh*> had done 
•work for Lady 
Washington, and when 
‘Gen. Washington wanted a Hag he took 
his design to her and left it. 
When he 
visited her a week later sh e brought out 
from her little cupboard a sample flag, 
and, holding it up before him. said: "I 
hav e ex ecuted y our order, sir;

changes in it until it became the Ameri­ 
can flag as y ou now know it, with the 
thirteen original stars and stripes.

The first big demand for the American 
flag come s on l-'lag day . when all the pub- 
1 i< buildings hav e new flags, and when the 
rschool children carry them to celebrate 
their new holiday and patriotic citizens 
ban g out their new flag to celebrate the 
•day . 
Nex t c om e s

Fourth of duly , 
which is prov erbially a day of the wav ing 
o f flags, and by the time Flag day and 
the Fourth are ov er there will be v ery 
'few of the new flags left. 
The life of an American flag is a short 
o n e . 
In other countries they buy a flag 
to last ; they take enre of it ; take it down 
•when it rains, do not let th>> sun shine 
« upon it. and treat it as though it were a 
thing rich and rare. 
B ut the Americans 
do not treat their flags in this way ; the 
jnibli • buildings fling them from the flag 
¡pos:s and leav e them there until they are 
weather b e a ten ;

Títere are three way s of making a flag; 
all three are equally well patronized, and 
o f the 3 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 that are made it may Is'

out partiality as to quality or ex pense. 
The commonest flag, that which y ou see 
in public most upon the largest buildings, 
is the wov en flag. 
It is made of cotton 
Bunting, upon a loom that is built espe- 


t tally for flags. 
The colors are supplied 
to the loom in regular order, and the ma­ 
chine ry takes nnd distributes them so that 
when a certain number of inches hav e 
been wov en y ou see coming out of the 
Jkx >ui a completed flag.

Silk flags are used for draping public 
balls and for hanging hack of patriotic 
speakers. 
They are v ery dear, a silk flag

comes of the flags no one knows, for un ­ 
less flaw fall into the hands of the de­ 
structiv e small hoy their end is a m y s­ 
tery ; l.OOO.iMB) of them, howev er, perish 
ev ery y ear. 
A great number of these fine flags go 
out 
of the country ev ery y ear in 
the 
trunks of trav eling American 
citizens, 
who find it v ery conv enient to spread a 
flag ov er the top of their belongings, 
so 
that the custom house people can see it 
as soon as tic* cov er of tin* trunk is lifted. 
The commonest flag is the little printed 
one. 
This is done upon ordinary calico 
and is turned off in s h eets . 
These sheets 
are giv en to girls to cut apart and glue 
on stieks. 
The flags are then pa r ked 
in 
b oxes for shipment. 
Wht'n 1 State is admitted to the Union 
it means a great deal of ex tra work for 
the flag factories, as the entire star de­ 
sign must Is* « 'hanged. 
This is done by 
law on 
the following 
Fourth of July . 
When Utah became a State there w a s a 
great deal of trouble in adding the forty - 
fifth star. 
Secretary Lamont appointed
